FitirjiiTFrr. OMMiBtJS Accident AT Dublin.— 
A straiit;e ami veiv painful accident happened iii 
the nriu'hbornood'of Dublin on ihe evening of 
April 10th, which caused quite a sensation. I ho 
omnibus that plies betivccu the peneral pustotiKe 
and Iloundtown, left the litter plac e tiir Uublin at 
9 o'clock, carrying three nicii. three ladies and one 
infant. At a part of the road near the Cleartnoi t 
Canal, the vehicle stoppe.l to set dou n one of tl • 
mule passentJerB. One of the horses then refused 
to obey tliebit, uiid bewail backiiifj down an iiidnie, 
dra«i;iii^' tlie othei- hoi so ulon;,' with it. The driver 
.steiiH' the diiiif-er, leaiied iloivn and Keized therein 
at the liorse.s's head, but in spite of his utmost ef- 
fort the machine went crash through tho fence of 
the canal, and thesi.x unhappy occupants, together 
with the driver, were forced over into one of the 
canal loek's, a depth of 18 leet, and with 7 feet of 
water. A force of 70 constahles wiTO speedily o" 
the spot, tho water wa.i let nil', and tlie top of llio 
oinnibns bridteii open vvitli liatelirts, hut 'oo late lo 
save any of the pa>seii;;ers, all lif "hoiu "ero 
drowned. The driver held on to thi? la.st, falling 
over with the horses and rereiviiit; sonic very 
severe injuries, liolh the horses wore killed by 
havinsj their backs broken ueross the driver's seat 
in the fall..
